Safety Council

The New Year’s holiday death 
toll began climbing slowly today as 
the four-day holiday got underway. 
Slippery roads in many sections of 
the Northeast and the Ohio Valley 
were expected to add to the pre­ 
dicted 490 traffic deaths foreseen 
by the National Safety Council. 
A two ear crash described as the 
worst New Year’s highway disas­ 
ter on record in Pittsburgh, Pa., 
took five lives Friday night shortly 
after the holiday officially began 
at 6 p. rn. 
Four teen-agers and a steelwork­ 
er were killed when their cars pil­ 
ed up on a curve. 
One youth sur­ 
vived the crash and was reported 
in fair condition. 
Pennsylvania led the nation with 
I of the 23 traffic deaths reported. 
One person was reported killed in 
a holiday fire in Maryland bring 
ing the present depth toll to 24. 
The National Safety Council hop­ 
ed the ahock value of the Christ­ 
mas bloodbath in which 713 per­ 
sons died on the nation’s highways 
would hold accidents down but the 
prediction was 83 deaths greater 
than the New Year's record of 417 
•et during a four-day holiday in 
1932-53. 
folic# were gambling on the hope 
that the Christmas slaughter would 
shock motorists into life-saving cau­ 
tion but most authorities agreed 
they did all they could last week 
end with little effect. 
President Eisenhower voiced this 
hope in a special statement. 
He 
reminded motorists, that Christmas 
turned out to be "a time of sor­ 
row" for hundreds of American 
families who lost loved ones. 
He said that the New Year’s 
week end would inflict an “equally 
traffic toll” unless all drivers fol­ 
low the rules of the road, keep a 
decent regard for the safety of our­ 
selves and others and show a cour­ 
t l y that reflects respect for the 
life and welfare of our neighbors. 
The Weather Bureau predicted 
generally fair weather over most 
of the nation during the long holi­ 
day in contrast to the fog and ice 
which boosted the Christmas toll. 
Good driving conditions, 
how­ 
ever, raised the danger that many 
motorists would feel the tempta 
tion to speed up on clear highways. 
In the early hours of the 
holiday 
mow and rain blanketed much of 
the Great Lakes and the eastern 
section of the nation. 
Dry mild 
weather prevailed over the West 
and Northwest with some valley 
fog in the Great Plains region. 
In 
the South there were reports of 
scattered rain.

State Policemen 


Fundi Still Mutt 
Ba Appropriated 
By Legislature

Pay 
raises for Illinois’ 600 state po­ 
licemen were authorized Friday 
by the State Police Merit Board 
However, the Legislature 
still 
must appropriate the 
money to 
pay the salary increases. 
The new pay scales would cost 
th'' state an estimated one million 
dollars a year. 
The merit board authorized the 
increases under a 1955 law which 
gave authority to the board to de­ 
termine salary scales for the state 
policemen. 
A spokesman for the merit board 
said Friday that if the Legislature 
did not appropriate money for the 
proposed increases, 
the 
board 
would have to reduce the recom 
mended pay scales or the number 
of state police would have to be 
reduced. 
The new proposal would allow 
starting patrolmen $400 a month. 
Under the present scale 
a first 
year man gets $325. 
Under 
the proposed 
program 
sergeants would be raised 
from 
$390 a month *o from $475 to $545, 
depending 
on length of 
service 
and lieutenants would go up from 
$420 to a minimum of $550 to $635 
according to time of service. 
Captains could get a maximum 
of $660 a month, also based 
on 
time 
in sendee 
and 
assistant 
chiefs, the highest grade control­ 
led by the merit board, could get 
a top of $690 a month. 
The proposed pay ranges were 
based on a 3 per cent increase 
for each three years of service. 
The merit board recommended 
that the new pay scales be put in 
effect at the beginning of the new 
state fiscal year, July I, 1957.

NEW YORK a a — Detectives 
were assigned to theaters and oth­ 
er public places today as police 
intensified one of the greatest man­ 
hunts in New York history for the 
elusive “mad bomber.” 
The bomber’* latest foray has 
touched off a wave of hoax “bomb” 
plants and inspired scores of crank 
calls by pranksters. 
Stepping up of the search was 
ordered after tests of the maniac’s 
latest two bombs — discovered be­ 
fore their detonation — showed 
both to be capable of killing per­ 
sons nearby. 
The devices, discovered at the 
New York Public Library and the 
Paramount Theater, were detonat 
ed Friday by police and Army ord­ 
nance experts or the beach at Fort 
Tilden in Queens, 
In the wake of the bomber’* lat­ 
est bomb plant Thursday at the 
Paramount Theater, bomb scares 
and telephone hoaxes reached epi­ 
demic proportions. 
Four f a k e 
bombs were found, including one 
at crowded Madison Square Garden 
Friday 
night, 
and 
at 
least 
35 
‘K a r t 
call* were received. 
They 


brought to 72 the number of crank 
calls made since Christmas Eve 
Bomb threats also were received 
at Jersey City, at the State House 
in Trenton, N J , and at Philadel­ 
phia 
All of the alarms proved to 
be false 
In Yonkers, N Y , three 14 >ear 
old boys admitted planting a simu­ 
lated bomb in the Yonkers Public 
Library. 
They were seized after 
their call to a newspaper was trac­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, Police Commissioner 
Stephen 
Kennedy 
promised 
the 
bomber "the best psychiatric treat 
ment availabe, if he gives up.” The 
apparent psychopath has deposited 
at least 32 lethal calling cards in 
public places since 1940, causing 
injury to 15 persons. 
Kennedy, other police officials, 
handwriting experts and psychia­ 
trists have theorized that the ter­ 
rorist is a deranged bachelor, at 
least 40-years of age, of German ex­ 
traction. This theory was strength­ 
ened by the bomber’s last tele­ 
phone cal! which a Paramount The­ 
ater switchboard operator said was 
i from a man with a German accent.

Modern firming requires a good 
system of records for success. The 
large amount of capital invested 
in the anti rprise and the high 
cost of production means that a 
farmer needs to know whether or 
not he is making a profit and 
where mistakes, if any, arc being 
made. 
Today tho farmer is op* 
orating a business—a big one. 
If 
ha repeatedly makes mistakes and 
does not know for sure where 
they are being made, ho may find 
himself out of business before he 
realises it By checking his records 
ho will know what enterprises on 
tho farm hava boon successful. He 
may want to expand those in the 
new year lf the long range out­ 
look atoms to indicate a similar 
trend bt tho year ahead. 


Good farm records arc essential 
for making sensible and accurate 
reports In this day of income and 
social security taxes. Savings may 
be achieved which will more than 
pay for tho relatively small cost 
of keeping records. 
Farm advis­ 
ors can furnish information on ob­ 
taining farm record books and tax 
report forms. 


Now is tho time to make plans 
for tho busy season ahead and to 
do tho odd jobs around tho farm 
that have been put aside in the 
rush of growing and harvesting 
crops. 
Successful f a r m management 
comes from making some general 
decisions on what the cropping 
and livestock program will be in 
tho coming year. Here, of course, 
accurate records on tho past year’s 
operation will sot the standard. 
Various government reports on 
the national picture in agriculture 
—holdings of food and fiber, farm­ 
er intentions on livestock and 
poultry production and crop plant­ 
ings, price forecasts, and business 
predictions—ought to be taken in­ 
to consideration in planning a pro­ 
gram for tho year. 
Perhaps a 
change In the crop rotation plan 
will bo necessary because of the 
soil bank program or for some 
other reason. 
By deciding now 
on land improvement and fertility 
program*, savings may be achieved 
by purchasing fertilisers at an op­ 
portune time. 
What M tho condition of the 
farm shop? 
Hava all the tools 
boon put hack whore they belong 
and art they all in good condition 
for use? 
Chances are that the 
’hop needs attention. These win- 
ter days are the proper time for 
this job. 
When the shop is in 
•W K start making needed repairs 
to buildings, cetes, feeders and 
farm equipment. 
Making repairs 
early adds greatly to the lift and 
usefulness of tho farm plant and 
equipment.

Number of Horses, 
Mules Decline 
W ASHINGTON (UP)—The Cen­ 
sus Bureau reported Wednesday 
the number of horses and mules 
on U. S. farms has dropped to 
the lowest point in the 146 years 
it has boon keeping records. 
Officials said there wert only 
4,100,000 in the Ikst count taken 
in 1954, compered to 25,200,000 et 
their peak in 1920. 
In 1940 when the first U. S. 
census was taken, such farm ani 
male 
numbered 
4,300,000. 
The 
number has declined by almost 
half since 1950 when they totaled 
7,WO,OOO. The decline Is attributed 
to mechanization of farm work, 
largely by substitution of tractors 
for horses end mules.

to scours and other digestive dis­ 
turbances that take their toll of 
young pigs. 
He adds that baby

gestive tract. 
Dr. Sampson emphasizes the im­ 
portance of adequate nourishment 
for young pigs, especially during 
the first few days of their lives.

Unusually warm weather has ex 
tended fall plowing in southern 
Illinois into winter plowing. Plow 
lng to prepare for next year’s corn 
crop 
is 
often 
accompanied

burning broomsedge. 
F a r m e r s 
burn their fields to make plowing 
easier and to be aure that soil 
nitrogen will not be tied up in 
rotting the sedge. 
But burning is 
a short-sighted practice. 
One of 
the 
most 
serious 
shortages 
in 
southern Illinois soils is organic 
matter. 
This shortage is one of 
the reasons the soil bakes brick 
Hard in the summer heat, plows 
up in rocky clods and rolls down 
rain-swollen streams as a yellow 
mas*. 
So 
instead 
of 
burning 
broomsedge. we urge you to add 
nitrogen and plow it all under for 
better corn crops, 
more 
easily 
worked soils and less erosion,
